Council is 
having to 
make cuts 
of £l00m 

CASH-STRAPPED Walsall 
Council must make 
£100 million of savings over 
the next five years - £20m 
more than expected. 

Services and jobs are 
expected to be hit hard as 
part of cost-cutting meas¬ 
ures at the local authority. 

The council has already 
made more than 450 redun¬ 
dancies over the past four 
years and shaved £32m from 
its spending in the last two. 

It comes after changes to 
the Government grant given 
to the local authority. 

Mike Bird, council leader, 
said: “We’re working harder 
than ever to make Walsall a 
better place for everyone. 

Tough 

“We’ll have less money 
and fewer people so we’ll be 
able to do less but we’ll make 
the best of what we’ve got. 

“It’s important that we’re 
level with everyone. The 
public sector has a desper¬ 
ately tough future and this is 
affecting us in Walsall too.” 

Budgets and the council 
tax level are now being 
drawn up for next year. 

Finance boss councillor 
Chris Towe said they would 
do all they could to help busi¬ 
nesses and create jobs. 

“There’s a range of things 
we’re focussing on because 
they are important to 
Walsall people,” he said. 
“We’re also helping them 
lead healthier lives and older 
people live independently.” 

Elite's gold 
in Montreal 

WALSALL swimming star 
Elbe Simmonds won gold at 
the World Swimming Cham¬ 
pionships in Canada on 
Monday. 

The four-time Para¬ 
lympic gold medallist 
stormed to victory in the S6 
400m freestyle in Montreal. 
The 18-year-old took 
victory in five minutes 24.02 
seconds, beating the other 
competitors by 20 seconds. 

Elbe, from Aldridge, said: 
“I’m looking forward to my 
other events. ” 

Elbe received an OBE 
earlier this year for her serv¬ 
ices to Paralympic sport. 


COURT MOVE TO 
HALT BOY RACERS 


POLICE are seeking a High Court 
injunction in a bid to crack down on 
boy racers street racing in Aldridge. 

Complaints have been received about a large number of 
vehicles with noisy sound systems and exhausts gathering 
in Brickyard Road, Leighswood Road and near Aldridge 


Community Centre. 

Police said they were gath¬ 
ering statements about the 
issues to seek a High Court 
injunction. 

If granted, police will have 
greater powers and it could 
see racers fined or jailed for 
up to two years. 

Aldridge Central and 
South Councillor John 
Murray said the problems 
had been spiralling for 
months. 

Noise 

He said a community 
group had now been set up to 
look at ways of increasing 
surveillance and security 
around Aldridge Commu¬ 
nity Centre. 

He said: “I am aware of a 
problem of young people 
gathering in the community 
centre car park with their 
modified cars. 

“They have caused a nui¬ 
sance because of the noise 
and bright headlights 
shining into the residential 
area. 

“We set up a task and 
finish group which includes 
representatives from the 
police, council, residents and 
people from the community 
centre. 

“We have explored various 
options the council could

take and the possibility of 
doing various things, such as 
introducing CCT^ to try 
and solve the problems.

Suspended sentence 
for prolific fuel thief 


A THIEF who drove off from 21 petrol stations 
across the Black Country without paying 
during a seven-month stealing spree has 
been given a suspended prison sentence. 

Tadas Prismantas used two cars - both with the same 
stolen number plate - when he stole fuel from garages 
throughout the region. The 34-year-old, of West Bromwich, 


was charged with six 
offences but asked for 
another 15 to be considered. 

District Judge Graham 
Wilkinson said he had 
shown ‘pure greed’ and 
accused him of helping push 
up the price of petrol. He was 
given an 18-week sentence 
suspended for 18 months 
and banned from driving for 
18 months. 

Wolverhampton Magis¬ 
trates Court heard Prisman¬ 
tas stole from filling stations 
across Sandwell and in 
Walsall, Wolverhampton, 
Dudley and Stafford 
between January and July 
last year. The total value of 
the fuel he stole was more 
than £1,000 and ranged 
from £49 to £77 a time. 

Prismantas, whose 
partner is expecting his 
child, was caught on CCTV 
but originally claimed he 
had been bought the petrol 
legitimately, said Mrs Jayne 
Yeomans, prosecuting. 

Among the stations he 
targeted were the Millfields 
Garage in Millfields Road, 
Bilston, where he took 
£49.83 of fuel, Tesco at 
Birmingham New Road, 
where he pilfered £77.70 of

fuel and the Total Service 
Station in Bilston Road, 
Wednesbury, making off 
with petrol worth £50.85. 

Other thefts included 
£45.72 worth from the Co- 
Op in Dudley Port, £46.36 
worth from the BP in Hagley 
Road West, Quinton, £32.38 
fuel from Osprey Filling 
Station in Wolverhampton 
Road, Oldbury, £59.81 worth 
from BP in Stafford Road, 
Fordhouses and fuel worth 
£57.98 and £50.85 from the 
Apple Green Service Station 
in Cannock Road, Wolver¬ 
hampton. He also stole fuel 
in Walsall and Stafford. 

The judge told him: 
“These types of offences are 
prevalent up and down the 
country and have a real 
impact on the price of petrol 
because the company will 
cover its losses.” 

Prismantas pleaded guilty 
to six counts of making off 
without paying and asked 
for 15 more to be taken into 
consideration He was 
ordered to pay compensa¬ 
tion for the petrol and will be 
under curfew on Fridays and 
Saturdays for three months. 


Terror trial next year 

A UKRAINIAN man accused of the terror-related murder 
of an 82-year-old grandfather as he walked home from a 
mosque in Birmingham will face trial next year. 

Pavlo Lapshyn, a postgraduate student from 
Dnipropetrovsk, is charged with killing Mohammed Saleem 
in April. The 25-year-old has also been charged with three 
further offences related to explosions near mosques in 
Tipton, Walsall and Wolverhampton. 

He appeared at the Old Bailey via videolink. A provisional 
trial date was set for January 14. He was remanded in 
custody. The student was in the UK on a sponsored work 
placement at a software firm in Small Heath, Birmingham.

Trophies were presented to all seven 
members of the team at Birchills Liberal 
Club, but one belonging to 42-year-old 
Corby Whistler, of Chuckery, was later 
stolen from the bar. A £50 reward was put 
up for the trophy but nobody came forward. 

Since then its members have clubbed 
together to buy a new one with Mr 
Whistler’s name on it. 


Refusal is 
likely for 
gipsy site 
in garden 

A BID to build a gipsy 
caravan site near Blxowich 
was set to be thrown out by 
council chiefs after sparking 
outrage from residents. 

Resident Bill Watton 
wants to put three caravans 
- containing two gipsy 
households - in the garden 
at the back of his house in 
Long Lane, Newtown. 

South Staffordshire Dis¬ 
trict Council officers have 
recommended that the pro¬ 
posals are rejected when 
they go before a meeting of 
the authority’s planning 
committee this week 

It comes after more than 
70 angry residents flocked to 
a public meeting over the 
scheme and vowed to battle 
the plans. A petition with 
132 names has been submit¬ 
ted to planners along with 
63 letters of objection. 

Villagers object to the car¬ 
avans being situated on 
green belt land and say they 
are concerned about traffic. 

Essington Parish Council 
chairman David Clifft has 
also called for the council¬ 
lors to visit the site to see it 
for themselves. 

As part of his application 
Mr Watton has claimed he 
needs the new homes as his 
mother is ill and his son is to 
marry next year. 

Barber, 23, 
in court on 
sex charges 

A BARBER accused of sexu¬ 
ally assaulting women on 
buses across the Black 
Country has appeared at 
court. 

Zeeshan Ali, aged 23, of 
Lichfield Road, Walsall, 
appeared at Walsall Magis¬ 
trates Court on August 7. 

He is accused of sexually 
assaulting five women over 
the course of four months 
this year. Three of the 
attacks are said to have hap¬ 
pened on buses in the area. 

He is also accused of sexu¬ 
ally assaulting a woman on 
her way home in Wolver¬ 
hampton Road, Walsall, and 
another woman at Walsall 
bus station. 

Ali appeared at the 
Stafford Street magistrates 
court only to identify 
himself and have the 
charges put to him, to which 
he indicated no plea. 

He has now been 
remanded in custody and 
will be at Wolverhampton 
Crown Court on November 
1 .

rescue 
bid for 
old club 

FANS of crisis-hit Darlas- 
ton Town Football Club are 
holding a meeting next 
month to see if the club can 
be saved or revived under a 
new identity. 

The club, thought to be 
the second oldest in the 
country, folded andwas 
pulled from the regional 
league in a shock move last 
week after almost 140 years 
in existence. 

Fans have launched a 
rescue bid and say they are 
aiming to relaunch the club, 
which played at the City 
Ground in Waverley Road, 
within the next 12 months. 

They said the club’s 
history was ‘too illustrious 
to let it disappear’. 

Darlaston Town FC was 
formed in 1874 and was a 
founder member of the Mid¬ 
lands league in 1962. 

Competing 

The team has played at 
the Waverley Road ground 
since 1899 and the only time 
a Darlaston team has not 
been competing in a regional 
league was during war 
years. 

Fears over the future of 
the club emerged last year 
when it needed to raise 
£15,000 to run for another 
season and pay bills. 

Chief executive of the 
West Midlands Regional 
League Neil Juggins con¬ 
firmed the club was no 
longer part of the league. 

“They have folded as far 
as we are concerned,” he 
said. “They are no longer 
members of our competi¬ 
tion.” 

A meeting for fans to 
discuss whether to reform 
the club - or set up a new one 
- is being held at Darlaston 
All Active Centre, in Willen- 
hall Road, on September 4 
from 7.30pm. 

Neil Chambers, a chair¬ 
man of the club in the 1990s 
and historian, said: “I have 
received numerous calls 
from long time supporters, 
well wishers and former 
players asking me if I could 
do anything to re-form the 
club or form a new club 
bearing the town’s name. 

“I have received calls from 
as far afield as Manchester, 
from people who left the 
town more 40 years ago but 
still have great affection for 
the town. They have offered 
help and support and have 
even said they will travel to 
attend future meetings. 
There is a real enthusiasm 
from people to form a club to 
represent the town and if 
possible keep the name.” 


A FORMER financial worker from Walsall 
who admitted taking £21,000 with fraudu¬ 
lent claims over six years has avoided jail. 

Ronald Cudd claimed the money stating 
that he was unemployed when in fact he had 
started a number of businesses. 

Mr Patrick Sullivan, prosecuting, told 
Wolverhampton Crown Court: “The defen¬ 
dant was over paid £21,202.87, of this 
around £2,000 was made up of council tax 
benefits. We submit that this was not fraud¬ 
ulent from the outset but was carried out 
over a substantial period.” 

Cudd, of Bramble Close, Clayhanger, had 


failed to notify a change of circumstances 
affecting his entitlement to benefits 
between December 2005 and January 2011. 

He also made three dishonest statements 
to obtain benefits from Walsall Council in 
2005, 2006 and 2010. 

Proceeds 

A proceeds of crime hearing has been 
scheduled for later this year which could see 
Cudd have to pay back some - or all - of the 
money he owes the Department for Working 
Pensions and Walsall Council. 

Mr Stephen Cadwaladr, defending Rudd, 


said: “He’s 56 years of age and for 36 years 
he has been in employment. Towards the 
end of his employment he was a financial 
worker for Northern Rock. 

“What he tried to do was start up various 
businesses and start up partnerships. The 
report suggests that Mr Cudd doesn’t 
realise the seriousness of what he has done 
but he tells me he certainly does. This con¬ 
viction means he certainly won’t be able to 
work in that line of profession again.” 

Mr Cadwaladr said Cudd faces the 
prospect of having to move in with elderly 
parents. 


Cudd was given a six-month sentence sus¬ 
pended for 18 months. 

He was also given a 12-month supervision 
order and ordered to carry out 100 hours of 
unpaid work. 

Judge Amjad Nawaz told Cudd: “You are 
someone of previous good character but this 
money was public money and should go to 
people who deserve to benefit from it. 

“You worked in the financial industry and 
you would have known the resources the 
authorities place on discovering benefit 
fraud. It’s admitted that your claim wasn’t 
fraudulent from the outset.” 


Two more convicted 
in teenager death case 


TWO more men have been convicted of being 
involved in violence on the night a 16-year-old 
Walsall boy was fatally stabbed in Smeth¬ 
wick, while another has been found not guilty. 


Tahj Mills, aged 18, of 
Waterside Street, West 
Bromwich, and Jordan 
Campbell, 18, of Portland 
Road, Edgbaston, were 
both last week convicted of 
violent disorder at Wolver¬ 
hampton Crown Court. 

They were both involved 
in the violence surrounding 
the death of 16-year-old 
schoolboy Ben Morutare on 
July 28 last year, who was 
killed by a single stab wound 
to the leg outside the Smeth¬ 
wick Home Guard and Old 
Comrades Club in Smeth¬ 
wick. 

Tobias Blake, 20, of 
Kelsall Croft, Ladywood, 
was found guilty of violent 
disorder earlier last week. 

Party 

Mills and Campbell were 
both found guilty by a major¬ 
ity verdict of 10 to two by the 
jury. There was shouting 
from the public gallery as 
Campbell’s conviction was 
announced. 

Both have now been 
remanded in custody until a 
sentence hearing, which is 
expected to be on September 
20 . 

Meanwhil,e a third defen¬ 
dant, Kwamae Phillips, 18, 
from Edgbaston, was found 
not guilty of violent disorder 
after a trial of more than two 
months. 

The remaining defendant, 
Aaron Parkins, 19, whose 
address cannot be reported 
for legal reasons, is still 
awaiting a verdict. He denies 
violent disorder. 

Ben, of Holden Crescent, 
Coalpool, died from the stab 
wound to his leg, with wit-

nesses in the trial claiming 
up to 80 men had chased 
him. 

He was attending an 18th 
birthday party at the club 
and was found injured on 
grass nearby. He later died 
at Birmingham Children’s 
Hospital. 

During the trial it has 
been claimed by a number of 
witnesses that Ben was 
killed after trying to defend 
one of his friends from a 
group of youths. 

Two weeks ago Andy Ly 
had a plea of manslaughter 
accepted, despite having 
been on trial for murder for 
around five weeks. 

He also pleaded guilty to 
one count of violent disorder. 
His charge of murder was 
ordered to lie on file. 

A seventh defendant, 
Omar Robinson, pleaded 
guilty to one count of violent 
disorder at the same time as 

Ly- 

He was also on trial for 
murder but was told by the 
judge that he had no case to 
answer.

THE devastated family of Walsall 
teenager Ben Morutare have agreed to 
release shocking footage of his attack 
to deter people from getting into 
violent crime. 

CCTV footage shows the final 
moments of the tragic schoolboy who 
was knifed while trying to protect a 
friend during a night of violence at a 
birthday party in Smethwick in July 
last year. 

Andy Ly, from Ladywood, Birming¬ 
ham, has admitted the manslaughter 
of the teenager who was killed by a 
single stab wound to the leg outside the 
Smethwick Home Guard and Old Com¬ 
rades Club. 

A further five men have also been 
convicted of or admitted to crimes 
which include violent disorder and pos¬ 
session of a weapon in connection with 
the death. 

Detective Inspector Gary Plant from 
the force’s Major Investigation Review 


Team, said Ben’s family had made the 
brave step to allow footage from the 
night to be released. The footage had 
been shown to the jury during the two- 
month trial, showing a huge gang of 
yobs advancing on the diminutive 
figure of 5ft 2ins Ben before Ly attacks. 

Tribute 

DI Plant said: “The weight of evi¬ 
dence against these men, from wit¬ 
nesses and CCTY was significant. 
Ben’s family have agreed to some of 
those shocking scenes to be shared in a 
bid to deter others from becoming 
involved in similar unnecessary vio¬ 
lence.” 

Ben’s mother, Grace Morutare, paid 
tribute to her son saying the fact the 
family will never see Ben again was the 
‘most painful and unbearable 
thought’. 

The investigation team trawled 
through hours of CCTV footage from 
the club and surrounding area to 


provide evidence for the trial. Images 
of the violence included footage spe¬ 
cially enhanced by the FBI which cap¬ 
tured the moment Ly attacked Ben in 
Chatwin Street. 

Ben, of Holden Crescent, Coalpool, 
was among some 300 youngsters who 
had packed into the club on Oldbury 
Road after the joint birthday party was 
advertised on Facebook. 

A fight broke out between Ben’s 
friends and a group of youths. One of 
Ben’s friends was chased the length of 
Fenton Street and into St Paul’s Road, 
where he was assaulted and robbed. 
While some of the group were chasing 
the youngster, others turned on Ben, 
chasing the Zimbabwe-born schoolboy 
across a car park into Chatwin Street. 
Witnesses claimed up to 80 men chased 
him. One witness said he saw Ben on 
the ground being punched and kicked.

Town-wide pub 
ban punishment 

TROUBLEMAKERS in 
pubs in Brownhills could 
face a 12-month ban from 
other bars in the town, 
under a new scheme. 

Two customers have 
already been served with 
notices banning them 
from all premises involved 
in the Brownhills Pub- 
watch scheme. 

It was introduced fol¬ 
lowing talks between 
police and pub bosses and 
it is hoped it will deter 
anti-social behaviour. 

Police said consulta¬ 
tions had been held with 
staff from pubs in the 
town, including The 
Swan, The Anchor Inn, 
Hussey Arms, White 
Horse, The Crown, Prince 
of Wales, Chase Inn and 
Smithy’s Forge. 

Troublemakers who 
cause problems in one pub 
face a blanket ban. Each 
case will be considered on 
an individual basis. 

Go-ahead given for 
homes at church 

AN EMPTY vandal-hit 
church in Darlaston will 
be demolished and 
replaced with homes. 

Plans to replace the 
former St Andrew’s 
Church with five homes 
were given the go-ahead 
after historic locally-made 
stained glass windows 
were removed and put in 
storage, with aim to pre¬ 
serve them for public 
display in the town. 

Three of the windows, 
depicting the Good Shep¬ 
herd, St Andrew and St 
George, were installed in 
1919 as a memorial to 
1914-18 war dead.

WALSALL South MP

Community could buy popular pub 


CAMPAIGNERS rallying to save a 
pub in Walsall from being turned 
into shops will hold talks over 
getting the community to join forces 
in a bid to buy it and keep it open. 

Hundreds of objections were 
lodged against plans to convert The 
Magic Lantern in Beechdale into 
shopfronts, prompting a decision to 
be deferred by Walsall Council plan¬ 
ning chiefs. 


Real ale buff Keith Watkins, 
Walsall CAMRA’s pub preservation 
officer, and Councillor Tina Jukes, 
are now calling a meeting with pub 
staff to see if it is viable to form a 
community group which can raise 
funds to buy the pub under a com¬ 
munity asset transfer programme. 

The suggestion was put forward 
by Walsall Council leader Mike Bird 
during a planning meeting at which 


a decision over the future of the pub 
was deferred. 

Mr Watkins said under the 
scheme at least 21 people would 
have to nominate the pub as an asset 
of community value to the council. 

If accepted, the interested parties 
could then have the opportunity to 
form a trust or community group to 
buy the pub within six months. 

Mr Watkins said he was hoping to 


hold a meeting with Councillor 
Jukes and the manager of the pub in 
the near future to discuss the 
options available to save the pub 
from closure. He added: “We need 
better protection for pubs. There’s 
very little protection for pubs unless 
they are listed.” 

Councillor Jukes, who represents 
Birchills-Leamore, said the pub was 
the ‘hub’ of the community. 


Football hooligans 
admit roles in brawl 


SIXTEEN football hooligans - including four 
teenagers - have admitted taking part in a 
massive town centre brawl before a Walsall 
away match against Shrewsbury Town. 

The violence happened before the League One match on 
October 14 last year. The fans have been warned by a judge 


that they could face lengthy 
bans from football matches 
for their actions. 

The fighting in Shrews¬ 
bury started in Mardol 
before spilling into Smith- 
field Road in front of horri¬ 
fied Sunday shoppers. 

Three police officers were 
injured as they tried to 
restore order, including Pc 
Lee Saunders, who suffered 
a broken leg. 

Last week, when they 
appeared at Shrewsbury 
Crown Court, all 16 defen¬ 
dants were banned from 
attending any Premier 
League or Football League 
matches until they are sen¬ 
tenced. They must also stay 
away from Shrewsbury’s 
Greenhous Meadow 

stadium as a condition of 
being granted bail. 

Fifteen of the defendants 
admitted charges of violent 
disorder. They were Shrews¬ 
bury residents Russell 
Wilson, aged 47, Lewis Gar¬ 
diner, 18, Alexander Pugh, 
18, Calum Marsh, 23, 
Stephen Hawkesford, 36, 
David Jones, 36, Callum 
Gwilliams, 19, Luke Dodd, 
24, 19-year-old Aaron

Pinches, Daniel Jones, 25, 
Shaun Peach, 24, and Simon 
Llewellyn, 34, as well as Paul 
Walker, 42, and Andrew 
Copeland, 38, both from 
Church Stretton, and Ross 
Gall, 29, from Weston-super- 
Mare. 

Another man, Talal 
Alsadek, 29, from Shrews¬ 
bury, denied a charge of 
violent disorder but admit¬ 
ted encouraging other 
people to engage in violence. 
He will not face trial for the 
violent disorder charge. 

Judge Robin Onions said 
the men could all face longer 
bans from football matches 
as part of their sentences, 
and granted them all condi¬ 
tional bail. They will all be 
sentenced in the week of 
September 16. 

Two other men have 
denied charges of assault 
occasioning actual bodily 
harm. They will face trial on 
a date to be set. In total, 29 
people were charged over 
the incident, and those from 
the West Midlands will 
appear at Shrewsbury 
Crown Court this week.

The changes which have 
come in will see tenants have 
their housing benefit cut if 
they have one or more spare 
bedrooms. 

There has been wide¬ 
spread opposition to the 
system which has seen some 
people fall into arrears - and 
now Labour MPs have taken 
the campaign against the tax 
to the Prime Minister’s 
country house residence. 

Disabled 

Walsall North Mp Mr 
Winnick said: “It is part of 
the legislation that even 
where the tenants are dis¬ 
abled, unless a carer stays 
overnight, the tax will apply 
where it is considered there 
is a spare bedroom. 

“With other Labour MPs, 
I went to Chequers on April 
5, since we wanted to know 
how many spare bedrooms 
were not being used regu¬ 
larly there. 

“Not surprisingly, we 
were not allowed inside, but 
it has not been challenged 
that there are regularly 
many empty bedrooms at 
Chequers, and the building 
is maintained annually by 
public funds.” 

School gets 
more rooms 

A PRIMARY school in 
Walsall will be expanded 
with six extra classrooms 
after plans were given the 
go-ahead. 

More than 120 letters and 
a petition of 323 signatures 
were submitted in support of 
plans for a two-storey exten¬ 
sion at Park Hall Junior 
Academy. 

Plans were approved by 
councillors after the existing 
buildings were branded 
overcrowded with inade¬ 
quately-sized classrooms. 

Ten letters of objection 
were received over the plans 
from nearby residents con¬ 
cerned about partial loss of a 
play area at the Park Hall 
Road school. 


£2m staff bill 

MORE than £2 million was 
spent on recruiting agency 
staff for schools and educa¬ 
tion centres in Walsall. The 
money was used on tempo¬ 
rary workers during the 
2012-13 school year. The 
money is used to cover sick¬ 
ness and maternity. 
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Stray dog 
kennel bill 
is proving 
expensive 

COUNCILS are spending 
tens of thousands of pounds 
on kennelling fees each year 
for hundreds of stray dogs 
collected - and Walsall is one 
of the worst affected bor¬ 
oughs. 

Authorities are becoming 
concerned over the spi¬ 
ralling costs as officers are 
spending a considerable 
amount of time chasing and 
collecting the animals. 

Walsall Council collected 
the highest number of strays 
between April and July with 
189 dogs taken in. 

The authority, which 
spends almost £50,000 per 
year on kennelling fees, said 
it attempts to trace owners 
but dogs that are held for 
seven days become the legal 
property of the council. 

The council then has to 
find space in rehoming 
centres, which are already 
full to bursting point. 

Heartbreaking 

Vicky Pratley, Walsall 
Council’s animal control 
officer, said: “I come across 
many, many cases of animals 
in distress. It’s heartbreak¬ 
ing.” 

In Wolverhampton, there 
were 164 stray dogs col¬ 
lected during the same 
period and the authority 
spent just over £50,000 on 
day-time kennelling fees in 
the last financial year. 

There were 140 strays 
seized between April and 
June in Dudley, where the 
council invests around 
£10,000 each year on a 
kennels contract. 

In Sandwell, 84 stray dogs 
were collected from the 
streets between April and 
June. 

But, fewer strays were col¬ 
lected in Walsall this year 
compared to the 269 seized 
from April to July 2012. 

County health 
role for Manor 

WALSALL’S Manor Hospi¬ 
tal still has a major role to 
play in the future of 
Cannock Hospital, adminis¬ 
trators say. 

Alan Bloom, an adminis¬ 
trator tasked with trans¬ 
forming the troubled Mid 
Staffordshire NHS Founda¬ 
tion Trust, has called for dis¬ 
cussions between Walsall 
chief executive Richard 
Kirby and New Cross boss 
David Loughton to continue. 

Walsall Healthcare NHS 
Trust is keen to run services 
at Cannock and has plans for 
a £6m extension at its mater¬ 
nity unit to cope with extra 
births from Staffordshire. 


More than £400k to be spent on route's single deckers 


MORE than £400,000 is being invested in 
new buses to improve services along a key 
route through Walsall. 

The cash is being ploughed into boosting 
the number nine route between Walsall, 
Darlaston and Lodge Farm. 

Arriva Midlands is investing more than 
£420,000 on three new buses as part of an 
agreement with the transport authority 
Centro. The move will see Centro carry on 
subsidising journeys on the route before 
9.30am at a cost of £17,000 a year. 


The new single deckers include low floors 
to make it easier for passengers. A regular 
20-minute service is being provided. 

Alex Perry, regional managing director for 
Arriva Midlands, said: “We are pleased to 
announce the investment on route nine for 
travellers within the Black Country. It will 
not only improve the existing service for our 
customers but we hope that, through our 
partnership with Centro, we will also be able 
to raise awareness of the options available in 
the area so that they will be better informed 


when considering bus travel for their future 
transportation needs.” 

Councillor Richard Worrall, Centro’s lead 
member for Walsall, added: “I am delighted 
to see Arriva investing in improved services 
with environmentally-friendly and easy- 
access buses. 

“It’s also pleasing to see Centro working 
with its private sector partner to make the 
most of the number nine service for the 
benefit of the communities it serves and 
links.” 


It comes as other services were improved 
earlier this year including the 19 Arriva bus 
between Bloxwich and New Cross. Plans for 
a £14 million interchange in Bradford Place 
are being drawn up. 

An £80,000 revamp of facilities has also 
been completed at the main St Paul’s bus 
station. There had been controversial plans 
for a 20p charge for toilets at the station. 
Turnstiles were installed at the toilets but 
not activated after protests from individuals 
and Walsall Pensioners’ Convention. 


Hammer thug sent to 
prison for seven years 


A THUG who battered a pensioner over the 
head with a hammer and terrified the victim’s 
wife before stealing the couple’s new car was 
starting a seven-year jail sentence. 


Philip Humpage was high 
on drugs when he launched 
the horrifying Easter 
Monday attack, Wolver¬ 
hampton Crown Court 
heard last week. 

The 40-year-old knocked 
at the front door of Philip 
Martin, aged 65, claiming 
that a criminal had just 
jumped over the fence into 
the back garden in Harpur 
Road, Rushall, prosecutor 
Mr Robert Cowley said. 

Struck 

Mr Martin went to check 
and was struck with the 
hammer after emerging 
from his garage, the court 
was told. 

Mr Cowley said: “The 
victim was pushed by the 
defendant who produced a 
bricklayer’s hammer and 
struck the left side of the 
head of Mr Martin. ” 

The attacker then 
demanded the keys to the 
family’s £11,000 Volkswa¬ 
gen Polo and Mr Martin was 
repeatedly hit on the head, 
face and legs after revealing 
he did not have the keys, the 
court heard. 

Mr Cowley continued: 
“Mrs Martin heard the com¬ 
motion and went into the 
garage to find her husband 
lying bleeding on the floor. 

“Humpage held the 
hammer above her, repeat¬ 
edly demanding the keys to

the car and she decided it 
was best to co-operate.” 

She got the keys which 
were grabbed by Humpage 
who drove off at around 
10.30am in the Polo, which 
was later found abandoned 
nearby. 

The defendant was for¬ 
mally identified by Mrs 
Martin after being arrested 
four days later. 

It transpired that he was 
on bail for the theft of a 
delivery van after the driver 
left it with the keys in the 
ignition while taking a 
package to a house in 
Hardern Road, Walsall, 
where the defendant lived. 

Mr Martin needed 14 
stitches and has developed 
eyesight problems. 

Both he and his wife are 
now ‘edgy and jumpy’ in 
their own home. 

Mr Oliver Woolhouse, 
defending, said: “It was a 
dreadful crime. 

“The defendant remem¬ 
bers nothing of it but accepts 
full responsibility and does 
not use his addiction as an 
excuse for his shameful 
behaviour.” 

Humpage, who had a 
string of previous convic¬ 
tions, pleaded guilty to theft, 
robbery and attempted 
robbery. 


Couple face fraud charges 

A HUSBAND and wife have appeared at court in connection 
with a £30,000 fraud against a relative in Walsall. 

Elizabeth Parsons, 75, and Trevor Parsons, 71, are 
accused of taking the cash belonging to Maureen Parsons, 
who has Down’s syndrome and suffers from dementia. 

The couple, of Chapel Street, Pelsall, entered no pleas to 
fraud charges and were unconditionally bailed to Wolver¬ 
hampton Crown Court on November 4.

VINTAGE children’s games have gone 
on display as part of an exhibition to 
mark 30 years of Walsall’s community 
playbus. 

A selection of the best entertain¬ 
ment and photographs from over the 
decades are being displayed at Walsall 
Museum. 

The playbus toured around the 
borough from 1983 offering the chance 
for young people to enjoy a range of 
activities from games, sewing to 
reading. 

In total more than 30 toys will be 
available to view at the Lichfield 
Street venue. An interactive story 


timeline is also in place. The exhibi¬ 
tion launched last week and will be on 
view until the end of August. 

Around 300,000 children across 
Walsall benefited from the play bus 
which offered a mixture of arts and 
crafts. The first one was in 1983 and it 
was replaced by a newer version in 
1999. 

Truck 

The scheme was updated when the 
Move truck, which incorporates an 
information area, chill out and debat¬ 
ing section, computer suite, Wii fit, 
and music mixing decks, was intro¬ 
duced in 2010. 


That was a year after Reach Up play 
equipment was brought into use for 
young people. 

Jackie Hewitt has been the commu¬ 
nity play bus co-ordinator for 30 years. 

The 60-year-old said: “I still walk 
down the street and people say to me 
they remember going on the playbus. 
It was coming into their street and was 
their bus. A lot of children grew up 
with it.” 

Jennifer Thomson, community 
history curator at Walsall Museum, 
said there were a lot of toys which 
would bring back memories for a lot of 
people. 



Many post boxes 
are disappearing 

MORE than 80 post boxes 
have been lost across the 
Black Country and sur¬ 
rounding areas during the 
last five years. Pleck and 
Bentley in Walsall were 
the worst affected, with 
more than a fifth of their 
post boxes being closed. 

The WS postal district 
now has a total of492 post 
boxes, down from 519 five 
years ago.

Val Bodden of Royal 
Mail said: “The number of 
postboxes in the UK - in 
both rural and urban 
areas - has remained 
stable for the past decade. ”

Old golden wonder 
Waggy’s glory days

MARTIN SWAIN takes an 
affectionate look back at the 
life and times of Wolves 
favourite Dave Wagstaffe, 
who died last week at 70 

THERE are some footballers 
who just have it, who capture 
that part of us which will forever 
be childlike in our appreciation, 
who give the beautiful game the 
wonder that captures our 
hearts. 

Dave Wagstaffe was one of those 
men. He was not Wolves’ most suc¬ 
cessful player. Waggy won a promo¬ 
tion, a League Cup, and a 
runners-up medal from the now 
defunct UEFA Cup. 

Nor could we say he was the club’s 
greatest, not with a cast-list of such cele¬ 
brated figures who piled up champi¬ 
onships and international caps. But 
Waggy was that little bit special; a foot¬ 
baller who for a generation of fans - and 
not necessarily just of gold and black per¬ 
suasion - brought the promise of some¬ 
thing exciting, something different and 
magical to their Saturday afternoons. 

He was right for the times, of course. 
The Christmas of 1964 brought him to 
Molineux and I Feel Fine was No.l to 
provide a fitting signature launch to a 
Wolves career perfectly tailored to the 
changing mood of a nation caught up in 
the excitement of that decade. 

He was a maverick, a scamp, a bit of 
old-fashioned working class kid of the 
street realising that the old days of defer¬ 
ence were coming to an end. Even Bill 
McGarry, a manager he disliked and who 
evoked the same sternness that Stan 
Cullis brought to Molineux’s corridors, 
turned a blind eye to Waggy’s infamous 
fag in the toilets just before kick-off and 
usually at half time. 

But perhaps the spirit and magic of 


Dave Wagstaffe is best captured in the 
recollections from a pal who spent his 
formative years in wide-eyed wonder at 
the winger who could send the North 
Bank the wrong way with one drop of 
his shoulder. 

Recalling his debut against Aston 
Villa, he recalled: “Of course, this was in 
the days before Twitter or Facebook had 
even been thought of never mind 
invented and we turned up at Molineux 
on Boxing Day for the Villa game when 
they announced over the tannoy: ‘And 
at No. 11 today, a change from the pro¬ 
gramme for Wolves, Dave Wagstaffe.’ 

“I can still hear the murmur that 


went round the ground. You can’t 
imagine it now but that was the first we 
heard about it. I think they had only 
signed him that morning. 

“I remember it so well because it 
would be the day one great Wolves 
career ended - Peter Broadbent played 
his last game - and another began. 
Because Waggy stepped out and held us 
spellbound that day and for the next 10 
years. The pitch was frosty and hard as 
you can imagine but what balance - and 
his left foot was just magical. Mystical. 
Such a left foot. ‘Wagstaffe - Dougan - 
Richards - goal! ’ We seemed to hear that 
all the time over the next 10 years.” 


His finest performance, many reck¬ 
oned, came in that away leg of the 1972 
UEFA Cup final when that faultless left 
foot gave Wolves hope of overturning the 
decisive defeat in the home leg against 
Spurs with a quite stunning goal. Bill 
Nicholson, the double-winning leg¬ 
endary Tottenham manager, admitted 
afterwards the better team had lost and 
that Waggy had frightened the life out of 
him. 

And there were the escapades and 
stories to go with his vibrant football, of 
course, vividly captured by the man 
himself in his autobiography ‘Waggy’s 
Tales.’ 

Remember that summer tour to the 
States where the team played as ‘Los 
Angeles Wolves’ in a mini-season and 
word came back that the left winger was 
quitting the game to become - of all 
things - road manager to The Monkees? 

Illuminate 

It wasn’t that far from truth either as 
the American pop band’s lead singer, 
Dave Jones, was a schoolboy friend from 
Waggy’s Manchester upbringing and the 
Wolves footballer was half tempted with 
a rock star lifestyle. Of course he was. 
But thankfully, he stayed to illuminate 
the first half of the Seventies before 
drifting into a retirement that, shorn of 
the millionaire’s pile a player of his 
calibre would earn today, took him back 
to his own folk. 

He ran a hotel in Blackpool, returned 
to this city to run pubs in Bushbury and 
Castlecroft and, naturally, Waggy’s Bar 
at Molineux. 

His final appearance at Molineux was 
to receive his induction to the club’s Hall 
of Fame. As a member of the committee 
charged with the task of nominations, I 
won’t be alone in thanking providence 
we got to him in the nick of time. 

It was clear from that evening’s recep¬ 
tion just how cherished he is and always 
will be in the hearts and minds of Wolves 
fans.

Hospital parking clogs streets 


MYSELF and other residents living on 
the surrounding streets by Manor Hos¬ 
pital are still having to complain to 
Walsall Council , local councillors and 
o Walsall South Area Partnership 
about Manor Hospital staff and visi¬ 
tors still clogging up the surrounding 
streets with their vehicles. Nothing 
has been done by them to resolve this 
problem in over 15 years. 

Streets surrounding the hospital - 
Manor Road, Scarborough Road, For¬ 
rester Street, Ida Road and Flaxhall 
Street - have been left with litter for 
weeks, road drains have been blocked 
causing flooding on some streets, all 
because staff and visitors to the hospi¬ 
tal clog up the streets seven days a 
week. 

One resident on Scarborough Road 
told me he has been late to get to work 
because of hospital staff blocking his 
drive and parents have said they have 
taken their children to school late for 
the same reasons. 


As 1 live by the hospital and seen 
these problems on the surrounding 
streets and talked to many residents 
over many years, I know they are all 
fed up with continuing parking prob¬ 
lems caused by staff and visitors to the 
hospital over 15 years. When is the 
council going to do something about 
this problem?. 

The council had to a special street 
clean on August 8 on Scarborough 
Road and Forrester Street. Residents 
had to come out before 7am to stop 
staff who start work early parking, so 
the street could get cleaned. 

The extra car park spaces at the hos¬ 
pital have not resolved this problem, 
which residents predicted. 

I have talked to a few hospital staff 
and visitors to Manor Hospital and 
asked why they don’t use the car park 
spaces provided at the hospital. They 
reply ‘it is too expensive’ and ‘We can 
park here on this street for free’. 

We even have staff at the hospital 


who have parking stickers on their car 
windscreens but still park on Scarbor¬ 
ough Road and Ida Road. 

There are simple solutions to this 
parking problem, residents can be 
given parking permits and double 
yellow lines should be put outside the 
Shelley Campus side of Scarborough 
Road. As vehicles are parked on both 
side on this street, buses have had dif¬ 
ficultly getting up this road. 

If these suggestion are put in place, 
staff and visitors to the hospital will 
have no choice but to use the car parks 
at the hospital. 

Residents are angry our local coun¬ 
cillors and council officers have done 
nothing about this problem, which 
they have been told about and shown 
pictures of by myself. 

Not one thing has been put in place 
to stop this problem.

‘First class' 
pledge on 
shared fire 
control HQ 


A SHARED fire control centre will deliver a 
‘first class’ service to the West Midlands and 
Staffordshire, chiefs have said. 

West Midlands and Staffordshire Fire and Rescue 


Services are to merge 
their command centres, 
reverting to a single base 
in Birmingham. 

The existing 101 posts 
across the two centres will 
be reduced by 25 roles to 76. 
Staffing numbers will then 
be reviewed after 12 
months. The move is set to 
take place early next year 
and was given £3.6 million 
of Government funding. 

In a joint statement, 
Councillor Len Bloomer, 
chairman of Stoke-on-Trent 
and Staffordshire Fire and 
Rescue Authority, and 
Councillor John Edwards, 
Chairman of West Midlands 
Fire and Rescue Authority, 
said: “A shared fire control 
service between Stoke-on- 
Trent and Staffordshire and 
West Midlands Fire and 
Rescue Authorities is 
preparing to go live in 2014. 

“The shared service is 
being introduced to max¬ 
imise efficiency and increase 
resilience.

A pilot scheme is being 
launched next month to 
reduce the amount of 
motorists who use the hard 
shoulder at the wrong times 

Congestion. 

The stretch of the M6 
between junctions eight at 
West Bromwich and 10A for 
Essington is already part of 
a ‘managed motorways’ 
scheme, which sees the hard 
shoulder opened up as a 
fourth lane at busy times in 
a bid to cut congestion. 

Work to expand it into 
Birmingham is now under 
way. Overhead signs are 
used to display when this is 
in force. 

However, police said that 
on three of the busiest 
motorway links across the 
West Midlands - at the M42 


south between junctions six 
and seven, and M6 north¬ 
bound and southbound 
between junctions nine and 
10 - figures show an average 
of 250 vehicles per day ille- 
ally using the hard shoul- 
er. 

Most of this was just 
before the hard shoulder 
opened to traffic for peak 
periods or just after it had 
been closed. 

As part of a pilot scheme, 
police will be monitoring 
drivers in the region. 

Any drivers misusing the 
hard shoulder will initially 
receive a joint letter from 
the force and the Highways 
Agency, along with an educa¬ 
tional leaflet clearly explain¬ 
ing the correct use of the 
hard shoulder. 

Repeat offenders could 
find themselves facing a fine 
and points on their licence. 

But some motorists who 
abuse hard shoulders on the 
region’s motorways could be 
sent on education courses.

WITH its striking red, grey and white square panels, these 
are the latest images of how a Rubik’s Cube-style ware¬ 
house visible to thousands of drivers a day from the M6 is 
taking shape.

A BID for Walsall Manor Hospital to become a 
foundation trust is finally due to be submitted 
at the end of October - almost a year later 
than expected. 

The move to give the hos- b by Craig Hughes 


pital greater independence 
and control over its own 
affairs was initially expected 
to be put forward last 
autumn. 

It was held up after 
Walsall Healthcare NHS 
Trust failed to hit its four- 
hour A&E waiting time 
targets, and there were con¬ 
cerns over finances after 
bosses had to change the 
amount they expected to 
make in surplus. 

The decision to delay the 
bid was reached after a 
meeting between the hospi¬ 
tal trust board and the 
Strategic Health Authority. 

It was then due this 
summer but again was held 
up awaiting news on 
Walsall’s bid to take on work 
from Stafford and Cannock 
hospitals impacting on the 
business plan and responsi¬ 
bilities. 

The trust is now looking 
to make its formal bid in 
autumn. In a report to the 


trust, chief executive 
Richard Kirby said: “We 
continue to prepare our 
application for NHS Foun¬ 
dation Trust and are aiming 
to submit it to the NHS 
Trust Development Author¬ 
ity at the end of October.” 

Dawn Clift, who is direc¬ 
tor of governance and trust 
secretary, added: “Subject to 
the NTDA assurance phase, 
we hope to be in a position to 
secure NTDA Board 
approval to move to the 
Monitor phase of assess¬ 
ment in the spring of 2014.” 

It comes after plans were 
outlined recently to plough 
up to £65 million into trans¬ 
forming hospitals in Wolver¬ 
hampton, Walsall and 
Cannock Chase. 

It would be part of a shake- 
up in the Midlands that will 
strip services from Stafford. 
Walsall Manor is also looking 
to invest £6m in improved 
maternity services.

SHE is only be five years away 
from her 100th birthday but 
age is no barrier to a Willen- 
hall great-grandmother who 
has just penned her second 
book based on her memories. 

Doris Milne took just two weeks to 
finish The Ladder of Life which is 
based around her parents growing up. 

Her first foray into the literary world 
saw her publish a book about her own 
youth some 20 years ago which was 
called My Black Country Childhood. 

Mrs Milne said it was a comment 
from her father remembered from 
many years ago that led to her putting 
pen to paper. 

Remembered 

She said: “I was sitting in my lounge 
one day looking at a picture of my 
father. I remembered him saying to me 
once ‘you won’t forget me once I’ve 
gone will you? “At that point I decided 
to write the book.” 

Mrs Milne’s mother was called 
Pamela Jenkins and she was born in 
August 1890. Her father was George 
Gibbons, born December 1892. 

They were both from Willenhall and 
met as they lived near each other. They 
even attended the same school in the 
town. 

Widow Mrs Milne added: “I just sat 
down in my living room and started 
writing. I had so many memories and it 
only took me two weeks. My dad always 
used to say he was born below the first 
rung on a ladder. The book goes on to 
describe how he made it from the very 


bottom and ended up being quite a 
success.” 

Mrs Milne’s father set up his own 
lock making firm in John Street, Wil¬ 
lenhall. She said: “We had a seaside 
home in Rhyl, Wales, and we were only 
the second family on our street in 
Temple Road, Willenhall to get a car. 


My father and the doctor who lived in 
the street were the only ones.” 

Mrs Milne now has two children 
Kate, 71 and Robert, 64, two grandchil¬ 
dren and three great-grandchildren.

PLANS to build homes on two 
garage sites in a village near Wil¬ 
lenhall have been dropped 
prompting calls for the units to be 
made available for parking 
instead. 

Bosses at South Staffordshire Housing 
Association wanted to build the new proper¬ 
ties on garage sites in Essington but have 
now shelved the scheme after a review of the 
proposals. 

The chairman of Essington Parish 
Council, Councillor David Clifft, says the 
garages in Hill Street and Church Crescent 
should now be made available for rent to 
help ease local parking problems. 

He said many residents struggle to find 
somewhere to leave their vehicle and added: 
“The association has confirmed to me that 
no garage site in Essington will be used to 
create a housing development and now I 
want them to be returned to rent to reduce 
on-street parking. 

Residents 

“The development would have put more 
pressure on our already crumbling infra¬ 
structure. The roads throughout Essington 
and South Staffordshire are very congested. 
Cars are often double parked opposite drive¬ 
ways and the roads are narrow. 

“Two out of three people own vehicles and 
many struggle to get off their own drive¬ 
ways and drive down their own street. 

“A lot of residents have spoken to me in 
support of renting garages to use them for 
off-road parking.” 

The plans were dropped after the housing 
association said the sites didn’t meet its cri¬ 
teria for new homes and the organisation is 
now looking at developing garages at other 
sites in South Staffordshire. 

Spokesman Richard Evans said: “A 
review of garages has been carried out into 
their conditions and suitability to be let 
out.” He said there were nine people on a 
waiting list for garages.

Rail crossing 
closure for 
work until 
next month 

A BUSY route in Bloxwich 
will be partially shut fro the 
rest of the month as multi¬ 
million pound work to 
upgrade a railway signalling 
system continues. 

Motorists face diversions 
now Bloxwich level crossing 
at Willenhall Lane is closed. 
It is part of work to mod¬ 
ernise the signalling system 
on the Chase Line between 
Walsall and Rugeley. 

The signal box, which 
dates back more than 50 
years, will be demolished 
during the work. 

Willenhall Lane will be 
closed where it meets the 
level crossing with Reeves 
Street until September 1. 

Network Rail spokesman 
Ben Herbert said: “This is 
part of a wider resignalling 
scheme. All of the signalling 
in Walsall dates back to 
around 1965. It is invest¬ 
ment to replace what is very 
old equipment with modern 
equipment which is very 
reliable.” 

The new CCTV-style sig¬ 
nalling system is separate to 
the multi-million pound 
plans for electrification of 
the route. 

It means Bloxwich level 
crossing will start to be con¬ 
trolled from the West Mid¬ 
lands signalling centre. 

The construction project 
is being carried out despite 
long-term proposals for the 
Reeves Street crossing to be 
permanently closed as part 
of the £30m electrification of 
the line by the end of 2017. 

It is one of a series of 
improvements by Network 
Rail which are being sup¬ 
ported by Walsall Council. 


Training charity is delighted 
by U-turn over Pinfold Centre 


WALSALL Council has made a U-turn on its 
plans to bulldoze an education complex to 
make way for a multi-million pound leisure 
centre scheme in Bloxwich, which means 40 
jobs have been saved.

Pinfold Centre, used by a _ 


charity that provides train¬ 
ing courses, to make way 
for a car park for a new 
leisure centre have been 
withdrawn just over a 
month after first being 
lodged. 

Fears were voiced that 
the proposals would put the 
Frank F Harrison Commu¬ 
nity Association and 
dozens of jobs in jeopardy, 
prompting council bosses 
to say the authority would 
work with the charity to 
find it a new home. 

Leisure 

But charity bosses were 
rejoicing on Monday as 
council chiefs announced 
they intend to revert to the 
original scheme and build on 
the existing leisure centre 
site. 

The community associa¬ 
tion, which has been provid¬ 
ing training in the town for 
30 years, has been based at 
the Field Close centre since 
February. 

Bosses said the charity 
had already spent £20,000 
on getting the building 
ready to provide a range of 
training courses, including 
English, maths and con¬ 
struction, from September. 


Debra Mohammed, busi¬ 
ness manager at Frank F 
Harrison, said: “The council 
did assure us they would 
have found somewhere else 
for us to go if they had con¬ 
tinued with their plan, but 
we are absolutely relieved 
with this result. 

“This means we will not 
have to move. They have 
decided to go back to the 
original plans. 

“We can keep our centre 
open and keep providing 
training opportunities for 
people in the area.” 

The charity currently 
delivers construction 

courses from the Construc¬ 
tion Skills Centre, in 
Leamore Lane, but it has to 
vacate that venue by the end 
of this month. 

The Education Support 
Centre, in Field Road, will 
also be saved due to the 
withdrawal of the plans. 

New leisure centres are 
planned for Oak Park and 
Bloxwich under a £15m 
scheme to replace outdated 
facilities. The new leisure 
centre in Bloxwich, which 
will replace the existing 
complex in High Street, is 
expected to include a six- 
lane swimming pool.

Robin is left stunned 
by Matt's hidden secret 


£ £Top of the Lake is a classic mythic 
■"struggle,” says Jane Campion, the 
acclaimed writer and director who 
co-created the series. 

Those who’ve watched the entire 
series, which ends this week, would 
no doubt agree with her; they’d also 
add that it’s been completely riveting. 

But has tuning in been an enjoyable 
experience? The word ‘enjoy’ is 
perhaps not appropriate in this case - 
“endured” is probably more fitting. 

Not that the plot hasn’t been 
gripping, moving and intriguing, but 
claiming to have enjoyed something 
involving such a gruelling experience 
as watching the fall-out from a 
pregnant 12-year-old’s disappearance 
seems wrong. Nevertheless, we’ve 
continued to tune in, utterly transfixed 
by an incredible and powerful story 
with, unusually these days, a 
completely unguessable finale. 

And as it all draws to a close this 
evening, with a bit of luck, we can 
soon all get back to having fun on a 
Saturday night instead of feeling 
emotionally drained. 

The main focus of the drama has 
been Robin (Elisabeth Moss), a cop 


specialising in child cases. She grew 
up in the area where the story has 
taken place, but it’s her first return 
there since a traumatic event in her 
own youthful years. 

However, always lurking in 
the background has been Matt 
Mitcham, the father of pregnant Tui. 
He’s an odd character who also 
seems to have baffled Peter Mullan, 
the acclaimed Scottish actor who 
plays him. 

“I can’t tell you much about Matt 
because I’d never profess to know a 
character,” says Mullan. ‘All you can do 
is kind of find their soul. The rest takes 
care of itself. 

“He simply exists in his own world 
and he has his own rules and he has 
his own issues, shall we say, not least 
of which is a certain narcissism, a 
certain amount of self-loathing, a fairly 
complex relationship with his mother, 
a very complex relationship with his 
kids, and a certain sense of 
entitlement. 

“He’s good fun and he’s a bit wicked 
in the sense that he’ll do things some 
people would wish they could do. And 
he’s rude and abrasive and massively, 


massively insecure and full of all his 
own self-pity.” 

Mullan also describes Matt as “a bit 
alpha male,” which is an 
understatement; Matt is in complete 
control of his family. 

“His kids love him only because he’s 
all that’s there to love,” explains the 
actor. “I’ve no interest in making 
someone sympathetic. What I am 
interested in is, even though one may 
not like someone they’re as human as 
the next person.” 

Matt is certainly in the thick of things 
as the final episode begins. 

Robin’s obsession with finding Tui 
reaches boiling point as she realises 
the little girl’s due date is drawing ever 
closer. She visits Matt, determined to 
once and for all get some useful 
information from him. 

Matt has something to say, but his 
news leaves Robin in utter despair. 

Nevertheless, she digs deep, 
soldiers on and heads off to find Tui 
before her father can get his hands on 
her - but she isn’t prepared for 
shocking conclusion that’s about to 
confront her...

Mercedes AMG much more 
than a hot hatch on steroids 



The Mercedes Benz A 45 AMG races to 62 mph in a stunning 4.6 seconds 


Mercedes comfort and luxury you would expect 


TRADITIONAL AMG models have 
been big, brash and brutish in their 
performance delivery. 

However, in the case of the A 45 AMG model, 
Mercedes has created a very hot hatch, thanks in 
the main to the class-busting 360 horsepower 
produced by its 2.0-litre, four-cylinder turbo 
engine. 

In reality it’s much more than a just hot hatch 
on steroids. 

As is the case with every AMG car, you buy into 
the culture of the hand-built engine plus the 
numerous bespoke set-up and tuning modes over 
and above any conventional Sport-badged Mer¬ 
cedes. 

And being a thoroughly modern AMG car, the 
A 45 boasts an intelligent all-wheel drive system 
that directs power to where you need it most. A 
helpful addition when car can sprint from rest to 
62mph in a blistering 4.6 seconds. 

With all the engine’s power, comes control. 
Alongside the car’s intelligent all-wheel drive 
system is a three-stage ESP set-up. 

Aside from the default ‘On’ mode, there’s a 
second setting giving the driver some leeway 


before kicking in, with a third ‘Off mode pro¬ 
moted as a trackday setting. 

Rounding off the powertrain tour is a version 
of Mercedes’ existing double clutch gearbox. This 
seven-speed DSG-style gearbox can be left in auto 
or switched to a more responsive Sport mode, 
while chunky paddleshifters behind the steering 
wheel give the driver complete control in manual 
mode. 

Cabin 

Figure-hugging sports seats greet driver and 
passenger when you open the door, and from the 
sports-themed trim in the cabin it’s clear that 
Mercedes isn’t shy in promoting the A 45’s per¬ 
formance potential. Racy, red-coloured trim and 
lots of faux carbon fibre are the obvious give¬ 
aways. 

Still, Mercedes hopes the real thrill will be from 
driving. The A 45’s deep exhaust note certainly 
suggests a good time will be had by all, yet the car 
is surprisingly civilised if you leave everything in 
its default setting. For many this will help make 
it an easy-to-live with all-rounder, which is not 
something you can say for some of the more 


extreme, rock-hard riding, traditional hot-hatch 
buzz boxes. Granted, even in ‘comfort’ mode, you 
do know the A 45 is a bit special. 

It’s also quick, and boasts a refreshingly com¬ 
pliant ride in the context of a firmly suspended 
compact hatch. That’s largely down to the value- 
added AMG element, which also makes its pres¬ 
ence felt through the car’s weighty and direct 
steering. Still, leaving the A 45 in its default set¬ 
tings will mean you’ll fail to reap the benefit of its 
GTI-plus price tag. 

Switch to the gearbox’s Sport mode and 
gearchanges are noticeably quicker, plus you’re 
accompanied by four-cylinder versions of AMG’s 
trademark barking, backfiring and bellowing 
exhaust note. 

The sports exhaust experience is a must, and 
the aural rewards are impressive considering 
you’re in a car with half the normal AMG-tuned 
cylinder count. Despite the presence of an all¬ 
wheel drive system, in reality the A 45 bias 
remains largely front-driven.

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Decline complete as the motor city goes bankrupt 


THE news that the US city of 
Detroit has filed for Chapter 9 
bankruptcy will come as a 
massive shock to many. 

It seems hard to believe that a 
metropolis of this size - the largest city 
in the state of Michigan and once the 
10th largest city in the country - can 
undergo such financial catastrophe. 

But it is the decline of the native 
automotive industry over the last 40 
years that has brought Detroit to its 
financial knees. 

What was once a bright and pros¬ 
perous hub is now a shell, and 
although the big car makers Ford and 

Spirit of America - the Ford Mustang is a true icon of Detroit and the US car General Motors (GM) and still have a 
industry and made famous in the great chase scene from the film Bullitt presence there, it’s no longer the heart 



of the business. Back in the heyday, 
American car manufacturers were in 
the ascendancy and Detroit was at the 
centre of it. Ford started its operations 
in Detroit while GM began in nearby 
Flint, before moving its headquarters 
to Detroit in the 1920s. 

In the post-war period American 
cars began to evolve rapidly with new 
technology and a strong, distinctive 
style, and resulted in desirable 
machines within reach of the common 
man. 

Throughout the late 1950s over 90 
er cent of all car sales came from the 
ome brands. 

This meant prosperity for the man 
on the street too. Including the 
support industries, one sixth of 


America’s workforce were employed 
by the car industry. 

In the 1950s and early 1960s, you 
could walk out of one job on the pro¬ 
duction line in the morning and walk 
into a new one by the afternoon. 

Domination 

It could never last, though. Imports 
began to erode the American domina¬ 
tion in the 1960s and federal regula¬ 
tion of the car industry introduced 
many safety systems that blunted per¬ 
formance and added cost. 

By the early 1970s economy became 
a huge issue thanks to the fuel crisis, 
and the more reliable and frugal 
imported cars started to make the big- 
engined American cars look dated. 


In Detroit itself the effect of this 
decline was reflected in the ‘white 
flight’. 

Following decades of racial tension, 
white families began to flock to the 
suburbs and by the late 1970s the 
racial mix of the city had been turned 
on its head. 

As a result, property prices began to 
tumble, jobs became increasingly 
scarce and by 2010 its population was 
just 700,000 compared to the 1.8 
million in 1950. 

Although there are small sparks of 
romise, the major financial headache 
as yet to be overcome. 

Whatever the solution for this 
might be, the booming car industry is 
long gone.

More cameras are not the answer 


Education is the 
key to safety on 
our country roads 

DESPITE the explosion in urban traffic- 
calming measures, rural roads continue to 
present all too present dangers. 

Unlike in cities, where considerable sums have been 
spent on speed humps, chicanes and other such devices, 
things are different out in the sticks. There, the meas¬ 
ures are often no more advanced than a motion-sensing 
sign flashing up the speed limit or warning you of a bend 
in the road. 

In reality this is little more than a sticking plaster for 
a much larger issue: namely that few people appear to 
know how to drive responsibly on rural roads. 

It’s with worrying regularity that local news outlets 
report on single vehicle accidents on country roads. The 
upturned car in a ditch and car-versus-tree scenario are 
sadly all too common. Worse still, the two-car collision 
resulting from a botched overtaking manoeuvre. Again, 
this illustrates it’s not necessarily speed that kills, but a 
simple lack of skill. 

So what’s the big new idea from those in power to 
reduce these accidents? It’s been decided that more 
speed cameras and even lower rural speed limits will be 
the new master plan - basically, more of the same. Worse 
still, those in Whitehall have also given local authorities 
increased responsibility for devising their own policies. 

Flashing 

If left unchecked by experts who actually know what 
works and what doesn’t, there’s every chance that we’ll 
see mile after mile of otherwise safe roads neutered by 
30 and 40mph limits, average speed cameras planted 
like trees in a sustainable forest and retina-burning 
flashing signs on every bend. 

And don’t forget that this thinly-veiled safety pro¬ 
gramme - the real motive is to slow traffic to a crawl - 
will cost considerable sums of money. 

But it will happen, and it will be at the expense of 
arresting the real issues; improving crumbling state of 
the road network, clearing trees from obscuring road 
signs and improving sight lines at junctions and bends. 
That mid-corner pothole destined to unseat a motorcy¬ 
clist will still be there long after the last speed camera 
has been installed. 

Of course, the better long-term solution would be to 
invest more in driver training and education. Raising 
standards would go a long way to eliminating many of 
our current problems, but as long as drivers believe they 
are entitled to a licence - as opposed to it being some¬ 
thing you earn - little will change. 

Yes, the programme would cost money, but the human 
cost would reduce as more drivers kept it on the tarmac. 

The current policy of slowing everyone down to the 
level of the least skilled only leads to resentment from 
those who take driving seriously. 

It also opens the door to wandering minds as we 
trundle along in a speed limit-induced coma.

Darlaston FC faces troubled times 


A LONG-RUNNING football club in 
Walsall has been pulled from the league 
after almost 140 years in existence. 

Darlaston Town FC is believed to be 
the second oldest football club in the 
country. 

Fans have now launched a rescue bid 
and say they are aiming to relaunch the 
club, which was based at the City 
Ground in Waverley Road, within the 
next 12 months. 

They said the club’s history was ‘too 
illustrious to let it disappear without a 
fight’. 

Darlaston Town FC was formed in 
1874 and was a founder member of the 
Midlands league in 1962. 

The team has played at the Waverley 
Road ground since 1899 and only during 
the war years has a Darlaston team not 


been competing in a regional league. 

Fears over the future of the club were 
raised last year after it needed to raise 
£15,000 to run for the next season and 
pay off bills. 

Chief executive of the West Midlands 
Regional League Neil Juggins confirmed 
the club was no longer part of the league. 

Competition 

“They have folded as far as we are con¬ 
cerned,” he said. “They are no longer 
members of our competition.” 

A meeting for fans to discuss whether 
to reform the club or set up a new one is 
being held at Darlaston All Active 
Centre, Willenhall Road, on September 
4 from 7.30pm. Neil Chambers, a chair¬ 
man of the club in the 1990s and club 
historian, said: “There is a real enthusi¬ 


asm from people to form a club to repre¬ 
sent the town and if possible keep the 
name of Darlaston Town alive. 

“People have said to me they remem¬ 
ber great times in the town and the 
history of the club is simply too illustri¬ 
ous to let the club and name disappear. 

“It might be that we have to start 
again from scratch and build a new club 
and team but if that’s what we have to do 
then I am convinced there is enough 
support from the people and businesses 
in the town to give it a try.” 

Mr Chambers said people he had 
spoken to simply wanted a community- 
based senior football team to bear the 
town’s name. “They all know that the 
new club will have to start afresh and at 
the moment that will mean finding a 
home ground and raising funds.”
